CANADIAN KITCHENS 
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Those English Mothers

those English mothers evacuated to Canada? I 

don’t suppose I can tell it to you for, being one 
of those English mothers myself, I’m_ necessarily 
excluded from most of the gossip about them. But I 
have heard whispers. Some begin like this—‘Do you 
know Mrs. X, the lawyer’s wife? Yes, she’d never even 
cooked an egg in her life or washed the children’s 
hankies. And do you know ” Yes, I expect you 
do! Still worse is the case of Mrs. Y, who openly 
compared conditions in one Canadian city unfavorably 
with those in her home town. And as for Mrs. Z—no, I 
can’t even begin on her enormities. Then there is a 
refrain something like this—‘‘Wouldn’t you think 
they’d be so grateful to be here with their children, so 
safe and well looked after, that...” 

Now as I listen to these very understandable com- 
plaints, | am struck by their familiar sound. Do you 
know where I’ve heard them all before? In England 
about the first refugees who fled the Nazi terror! They, 
too, were in a strange country, dependent on the kind-

rose in their defense. I remember pointing out that, 
after all, they only heard stories about the refugees 
who did and said unfortunate things—because that, of 
course, is the essence of gossip. All those who patiently 
endured the pinpricks of a straitened existence, all 
those who were genuinely appreciative of their new- 
found freedom and the efforts their new friends were 
making on their behalf—they heard very little about 
refugees of that kind. They just had no news value. 

Then there was the complaint about refugees criticiz- 
ing things in their new country—bad taste on the part 
of a guest, of course. But after all there were things that 
were better done in Germany than in England, even if 
we didn’t like to be reminded of them. It was 
only natural, in spite of all they had endured at the 
hands of those in power in their own country, that 
refugees should feel homesick at times and think 
longingly of their former life—and perhaps be unwise 
enough to talk about it. At least that is how I defended 
those refugees who found a haven in England some 
years ago. 

The position of us English mothers in Canada is, of 
course, different in many ways. But for a moment 
because to understand all is to forgive all—I want you 
to put yourselves quite literally in our shoes. 


I want you to think of yourselves hastily packing, 


probably to an accompaniment of air raids, and finding 
yourselves, with your children, pushed off by your 
solicitous husbands onto some crowded boat crossing a 
wide sea to a distant land where you don’t know a 
single soul personally. 

The people there are kind and speak almost the same 
language—a great initial advantage. But from the very 
first moment you are uneasily aware of the fact that in 
any evacuation scheme mothers have only a nuisance 
value, that your children are delightful as long as they 
are unaccompanied, but with you they are something 
of a problem; that for you as a family group it will 
inevitably be burdensome to arrange even minimum 
subsistence; that your knowledge of cleaning and wash- 
ing and ironing leaves much to be desired, your know- 
ledge of cookery even more. 

I want you to imagine yourselves with your children 
settling down, or perhaps I should say perching pre- 
cariously, possibly in some cramped quarters where you 
must be constantly mindful of the susceptibilities of 
other people.

“Chiefly, we want shapes that stay on, and 
trimmings that don’t strike strangers, tangle with 
doorways and car tops, cut off our own vision or 
hit our boy friends in the faces when we’re 
dancing. 

“And, of course, we want hats that are smart 
for the street, fun for play and enchanting for 
dates.” 

And now you’ve got them! 

There isn’t a designer from here to Timbuktu 
who isn’t working to give you what you want. 

High hats for short women. Wide hats for the 
round-faced. Off-the-face items for the dewy-eyed 





youngsters, and high-piled turbans and back-drop 
berets for the women who want to be different. 
So take a little time and get your right hat 
mold this year. Then stamp your foot and say 
you want becoming, comfortable hats again in the 
spring and more next fall—and you'll get them.

What’s New? 


Of course, there are definite new trends—things 
that tie in with the new softer, easier lines of the 
dresses. More “swoops and swirls,” as one 
designer puts it, “more lines molded and twisted 
and shaped to fit heads and coiffures, rather than 
a lot of pie plates or spare tires turned out on an 
assembly line.” 

There is the same sense of flowing vitality in the 
hats that there is in the dresses, and the same 
sense of individuality in trimming. 

First, of course, there’s the common feature 
that they all fit on the head and stay put. And 
there’s something satisfying about seeing a 
woman with a hat that knows what it’s doing on 
her head As though she were on her way to do 
things she knew how to do. 

There are four basic types this year. First of all, 
there’s the horizontal. And that simply means the 
more or less straight-on-the-head hat, that takes 
in most of the tailored versions, like the smart 
felts and tweeds and so many of the hats done in 
the same fabric as the coats. Of course, you can 
tip them or wear them back or forward. They’re 
very smart and efficient looking, and best with 
business clothes. 

Then there’s the large profile hat, which dips 
or swerves or scoops around to outline one side of 
your face and your hair. Very smart, but be sure 
you get your “best”’ side high-lighted, and a good 
hairline to show. They come chiefly in felts, and 
often ribbons or ornaments or feathers carry 
through the line of the hat. But the trimming 
must be part of the picture. 

Then there’s the high hat, usually a turban or a 
towered pillbox. It’s most becoming to the oval or 
slimmer face, because there’s usually little brim. 
It can be very distinctive, and is best with after- 
noon or date dresses. 

Finally, and newest of all, is the really low-down 
hat. It not only snuggles down to your neckline 
in the back, but it often has a real drape or back- 
brim or bow or curtain of fabric that sweeps 
veil-like over your shoulders. 

If you’re the Loretta Young type, go ahead. 
They’re very romantic and lovely. But be 
careful and don’t wear them with tweed suits. 
They’ll look dreadful, and so will you. Keep them 
for your draped crepes or quaint Victorian 
dancing and dinner dresses.

bout Stockings? 


Wartime restrictions will change the mixture in your 
stockings—but not their appearance or durability 


By FLORENCE ELLIOTT 


WAR OR no war, Canadian women will 
go on wearing just as_ nice-looking 
stockings as ever—and they needn’t 
feel that they’re not doing their bit at 
the same time. For silk, which used to 
be purchased from Japan, is being re- 
placed with other yarns, beautiful and 
wearable, some of which are made right 
here in Canada. 

While silk stockings have become as 
pearls without price in Great Britain, 
there is no scarcity of fragile hosiery in 
Canada, and to the casual eye, there has 
been no change. But change there has 
been: the product of our own Canadian 
spruce trees and yarns imported from 
Great Britain are replacing the silk 
worms of the Orient and helping, as 
part of the national war effort, to 
conserve foreign exchange. 

No woman need be told how tmport- 
ant good hosiery is to her appearance, 
and to her sense of well-being, but not 
every woman realizes just how much 
of her clothes budget is spent on stock- 
ings. Janey Canuck, as a matter of fact, 
spends three times as much on hosiery 
as she does on hats. She spends just as 
much on stockings as she does on 
lingerie, and half of what she pays for 
her coats, dresses and suits. 

So, when wartime conditions demand 
a change in the manufacture of full- 
fashioned silk hosiery, the Canadian 


woman has every right to ask: “Will 
the new stockings look as well? Will 


they wear? Will I have to pay more for 
them?” 

Thanks to the ingenuity and skill of 
Canadian hosiery workers, the answers 
to those questions are reassuring. The 
new wartime stockings are attractive 
They come in several 
very sheer threads to 
service weight. All the new fall shades 
will be available in the usual brands, at 
the usual prices and in the usual sizes 
and lengths. The difference is in the 
yarn used—now a combination of lyle 


and wearable. 
weights, from 


and rayon. The rayon threads are such 
high quality that they retain the 
appearance of sheer silk flattery for the 
leg. 

So Canadian women can draw a sigh 
of relief where the question of wartime 
stockings is concerned—they’re nothing 
to be ashamed of. How could they be, 
when Canada leads the world as 
the foremost exporter of full-fashioned 
hosiery? Canadian designers and pro- 
ducers are “‘tops” in styling and design- 
ing, they lead even the United States in 
hosiery exports, and Canadian stockings 
go to fifty-two different countries 
annually. It’s an important industry in 
this Dominion; more than 7,000 workers 
are employed in the twenty-eight mills 
across Canada which turn out full- 
fashioned silk hosiery. In an Ontario 
factory there are some of the most 
modern precision machines in the world 

making stockings by the “‘single unit” 
method instead of the mass production 
way. 

Granted that the hosiery industry 
may be an important one in Canada, 
what is its war importance? 

Thirty-six Million Pairs of Stockings 

This is a total war which has been 
thrust upon us; one in which economic 
aspects are of military significance. It is 
important not to buy raw materials 
produced outside the boundaries of our 
own people. 

All the raw silk used in stockings 
came from outside the Empire. We 
bought it from silk brokers in the United 
States and paid for it in “hard cur- 
rency,” that is, American dollars, 
Spending that money made it more 
difficult to finance the Empire’s war 
effort. In 1940 Canada paid about six 
million dollars for raw silk in hosiery 
and this year we need all the U.S. 
currency we can get to buy tanks, 
airplanes, guns and ships. 

When this matter of saving foreign

The rayon produced in Canada for 
these stockings has a fascinating story— 
the transition from big spruce trees 
in the northland to sheer glamour for 
women wearers reads like a fairy tale. 
But please don’t call rayon “‘artificial 
silk,” because it is not artificial and of 
course it isn’t silk, 

Right now, while Canadian rayon 
plants and of full-fashioned 
hosiery are speeding up production 
methods for the use of new materials, 
Britain is still delivering the goods! 
Shipments of the world’s finest cotton 
and rayon yarns keep coming, even if it

For 
substituting these yarns for silk helps

the right shape you might use a baking 
board or a picture frame. A box of plain 
pins and a yardstick are also needed, 
and then you are ready to start work. 


DON’T CUT your stockings at all, but 
use each one as a single thread in the 
weaving. First you tie stockings tightly 
around the tray, or if they are not long 
enough to tie, pin them tightly top to 
toe. The tensionof these stockings, 
which form the warp of your weaving, 
should be uniform, and they should be 
evenly spaced to cover the whole surface 
of the tray. Now put in your weft by 
weaving stockings from side to side of 
the tray alternately over and under the 
stockings which are tied around the 
tray (see diagram). One stocking makes 
one row, with the top at one side and 
the toe hanging out the other side of 
your work. The ankle of a stocking is 
much smaller than the rest of the leg, so 
it is advisable to run the stockings 
through alternately top and toe first.

Be 
careful not to push it down too tightly, 
as when you take your work off the 
board and the tension is removed from 
the stockings, which have been tightly 
stretched, you will find that the whole

fabric is much closer and 
you expected. Unless you take care 
weave fairly loosely, your quilt will be 
stiff and heavy and also you will use 
far more stockings than are necessary. 

If you insert a yardstick into your 
weaving, like a thread alternately over

The first thing to do 
is to pin the stockings together in pairs 
where the ends hang out at the sides of 
the work; then untie your knots at the 
bottom of the tray and pin each of these 
ends to its next-door neighbor.

INDOWS in the ordinary house occupy a 
very considerable area and should be 
given proper importance in the decorating 

scheme as a whole. Often the fact is overlooked 

that windows are architectural features and are 
what gives a room its character. In these days 
of economy, there are not a vast number of rooms 
which are rich in architectural interest. It, 
therefore, becomes more important to stress the 
windows. An attractive material is all right, but 
unaided it won’t necessarily make an interesting 
window. It is true that plain curtains suit the 
modern traditional architecture, although with 
careful thought, even here, greater variety can be 
used to advantage, but every window has a definite 
style of its own and should be emphasized in the 
curtain treatment. ‘Transparent glass curtains 
have become more in vogue than ever today, and 
probably are the best method of stressing the 
character of a The lightness of the 
material lends itself to many kinds of draping or 


window. 


decoration impossible with heavier stuffs. Wher- 
ever a room is overlooked or the window frames 
an unsightly view, the use of glass curtains is 
indicated. Here is the opportunity for using 
material of translucent quality which does not 
obscure light but diffuses it in an agreeable way 
and prevents the eyestrain which a glaring light 
will produce. Today there is a new material on the 
market which soils less easily than other types of 
curtaining, for its continuous filaments do not 
absorb dirt, so that, 


cts the room from floating dust, it will keep 


while a curtain made of it 
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its fresh appearance for much longer than usual. 
Other advantages are that it can easily be washed 
at home, will not mildew or shrink, it needs no 
starch, for its softness is one of its great beauties, 
and it is dyed in fast colors, and its white never 
turns yellow, but at the same time admits ultra- 
violet rays. 

It is being used for dressing table petticoats, and 
bed draperies can be repeated in the same material. 
If you want something comparable to the effects to 
be seen in the movies, you can hang rods on the 
wall at the side and head of a bed to give a touch 
of added luxury. 

There is a tendency today to correlate drapery 
fabrics with rugs, especially if chintzes are used. 
Interior decorators will tell you that there are four 
approaches to make this technique a success—to 
have the rug an exact copy of the fabric, to adapt 
the design, to use the design as an inspiration for 
the rug, and to use a different design but with 
identical color. 

Today one can obtain hooked rugs ba‘sed on 
popular drapery fabrics. The rug in such a case 
duplicates the design of a glazed chintz of old 
patchwork quilt inspiration. A deep turquoise 
ground is divided into blocks with brown and tan 
borders, and patchwork motifs are used like 
appliqués in the square.

Question—I would like you to help 
me in the decorating of three bedrooms 
in my home. There are two in the front 
—one southwest, the other northwest, 
and both have two windows. The third 
bedroom is a small northeast room. 
What do you think of my idea of paint- 
ing the bathroom ivory white with a 
delft blue door? 


Answer—Paint the walls and the 
woodwork in the southwest room a 
very light mint green, and the northwest 
room a light coffee color which can be 
made by adding a very small quantity of 
burnt amber in white paint; the room 
in the northeast can be painted a 
mushroom color. I think your color 
scheme for the bathroom is excellent. 

Question—I should like some in- 
formation as to painting a kitchen which 
now is buff and nile green. I have a new 
rug in shades of tan, red, green and 
black; one table, six chairs, usual cup- 
boards, and there is one door and one 
window. 


Answer—Paint the whole of the 
woodwork, including cupboards, doors, 
windows, trims for doors and windows, 
baseboard and any other woodwork you 
have in the room, except the furniture, a 
very light coffee color.

Wood Protection 


in Home Construction 


By EVAN PARRY 


COAL-TAR creosote oil, liquid and 
crystal-free special preservative, Is a 
time-proved and widely recognized 
protector of wood against decay. 

It matters not in what part of the 
Dominion you live, where wood comes 
into contact with the ground or with 
foundation work of concrete, brick or 
masonry, it should receive protective 
treatment, because such contact points 
nearly always retain relatively high 
percentages of moisture. Sills, joists, 
stringers, planking, wherever exposed to 
the outside atmosphere, should be thus 
treated. How often this is brought home 





————— 





Question—Before we begin the 
decoration of our new home I[ am 
coming to you for help. The walls are 
of fibre wallboard, the wood trim is 
hardwood. Our living room is fairly 
large, with four windows east and west 
exposure; this room is our chief problem. 
My husband would like to stain the 
wood trim (doors, windows and base- 
board), as he likes the grain of the wood 
to show. The floor is to have a linoleum 
cover, as we have a family of four 
children and rugs are not for this part of 
the country. Would the walls be nicer 
painted or done with wallpaper? 

Perhaps you could suggest some color 
schemes? There is a dinette and also a 
hallway leading from the kitchen. Would 
these all need to be painted the sam«¢ 
color? The kitchen is to be done in very 
pale grey with bright blue trim. 


Answer—I would not advocate stain- 
ing the woodwork. A much better effect 
can be obtained by painting the trim the 
same color as the walls. Fibre wallboard 
can be painted or calcimined with good 
effect. In a living room with east and 
west exposure, light French grey would 
be suitable and the color accent derived 
from bright drapes and coverings to 
furniture. The linoleum could be rose 
with plain border. The dinette and hall- 
way if painted light cream would 
harmonize with the other work. 


Question—I would like suggestions 
on color schemes, also built-in features, 
such as shelves for use in two basement 
bedrooms we are shortly to build of 
some wallboard. 

We are installing central heat and 
using the latest air-conditioning unit, 








when looking at porch flooring, steps, 
boardwalks, pergolas, sidewalks, grape 
arbors, etc., which are in a bad state of 
decay that could have been prevented 
by the use of coal-tar ¢ reosote oil, 

It is commonly known that wood 
decays chiefly through the action of 
fungi, which grows from small seeds or 
spores. These spores germinate if 
provided with moisture, air, and a 
favorable temperature and food. Where 
a spore drops into a crack or poc ket, and 
conditions are favorable, it germinates 
and the fungus begins. Creosote oil 
treatment prevents decay by saturating 
a laver or layers of wood tn which 
fungus spores cannot develop due to the 
poisoning of their food supply—the 
wood itself. By the way, the application 
ot this oil will also be a strong deterrent 
against the incursion and damage by 
termites. But it should be recognized 
that surface treatment of wood with 
creosote oil, while offering some pro- 
tection, is not recommended, but 
definite information can be given, if 
sought, upon the subject. “‘A stitch mn 
time saves nine”’ and all wood could be 
treated in a satisfactory way before 
construction commences if proper pre- 


' 
cautions are taken.

For 
the girl’s bedroom, light old rose walls, 
ivory ceiling, plain primrose linoleum 
rug, dark stained maple fl t vastel 
blue drapes for windows, and chairs 
covered with one of the repps or monk’s 
cloths; oatmeal shade would he quite 
good,

Our living room is a type so common 


about twenty-five years ago—a long 
narrow room facing south, with fireplace 
and bookcases either side and a small 
window over each bookcase. What do 
you think I could do with it? 

I have a 
garden, but the only way to reach it is 


through the kitchen. I could put a door 


very pleasant terraced 


on one side of the fireplace, block the 
other window and continue the book- 
shelves to the ceiling; would this look 
all right? 

Answer—A doorway on either side 
of a fireplace is undesirable, because it 
destroys any possibility of having a cosy 
corner or centre for sitting round the 
fire.

Groceries For Three 


“Pve clipped the article, “Serve Them Right,” 
from the September Chatelaine, for I do want to 
feed my family well-balanced meals. There are 
three of us, my husband and myself and our little 
girl: what is the basis of a good grocery order for a 
week?” 

The booklet, ‘Food and Health,” published by 
the Canadian Medical Association, gives the 
following list of basic foods in amounts suitable for 
your family: Milk, 8 quarts; cheese, 1 pound; 
butter, 2 pounds; potatoes, Io pounds; fresh 
vegetables, 13 pounds; dried vegetables, 1 pound; 
fresh fruit, 5 pounds; dried fruit, 2 pounds, meat 
or fish, 4 pounds; eggs, 1 doz.; bread, 7 loaves; 
flours and cereals, 3 pounds. 

This is a minimum list of requirements to 
supply the necessary food elements in good 
proportion. If you have more money to spend, you 
can’t buy better nutrition, but you can have 
greater variety of more expensive food. 


Good Marketing 


“J do try to be economical but I can’t seem to keep 
my grocery bills within bounds. Would you give me a 
few general rules for good marketing?” 

First of all, plan your meals ahead of time and 
make out your grocery order beforehand. 
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Buy fruits and vegetables in season, giving 
emphasis to the products of the locality. 

Learn the Government grade for eggs, butter, 
canned fruits and vegetables, and buy according to 
your menu purpose. For instance ‘‘Choice” or 
even “Standard” fruit will do very well for average 
use in puddings and other dishes, though you may 
want “Fancy” if appearance as well as flavor is 
important. The same goes for canned vegetables. 
And a Grade B chicken is suitable for the pot if 
not for roasting. 

Learn to make the most of the cheaper cuts of 
meat. They’ll give greater variety to your 
menu, and they are equally as nutritious as more 
expensive chops and steaks. Quite as tasty too. 

In choosing canned goods it’s wise policy to 
buy in as large sizes as you can conveniently 
use. With modern refrigeration, you can keep 
portions not needed for the meal and fit them into 
your menus later. 

Dried peas, beans and lentils are called the 
“poor man’s meat,” as they provide hearty, 
nourishing dishes at low cost. 

I’vaporated milk may be used in place of fresh 
whole milk in cooking. Saves a little anyway.

Proper Cooking 

“T read somewhere that foods had to be 
carefully cooked to preserve the vitamins. 
But what does ‘carefully’ mean?” 

Vitamins A and D are not likely to be 
affected by cooking. Vitamin B, 
(thiamin) is not destroyed but is dis- 
solved in the water. Vitamin C is 
destroyed unless the food is cooked 
without air as in commercial canning. 
The general rule to preserve these vital 
elements is to cook in a small quantity 
of water and save the liquid for soups, 
sauces, gravies, and so on. Don't 
overcook and don’t add soda to vege- 
tables; it does preserve the color, but it 
has a destructive effect on the vitamin. 


Between-Meal Snacks 

“Susie always wants a ‘piece’ in the 
afternoon; is it all right to give it to ber?” 

Yes, provided it is not too near the 
evening meal and you give her some- 
thing simple and not too filling. A 
glass of milk with a thir slice of bread 
and butter is a good snack. Or she might 
have tomato juice and a crisp biscuit 
or fruit in season and a plain cookie. 
Nothing rich. See that she takes her 
“piece” slowly and quietly, not on the 
run. 


Children’s Meals 

“Should Susie have ber meals tn 
berself or with us?” 

A five-year-old lassie can sit up to the 
table with the rest of the family, but 
meals should be carefully planned so 
that she can have most of the dishes on 
the menu and not feel too much out of 
things. When she has to have special 
food—to take the place of a highly 
seasoned dish or a rich dessert, for 
instance—see that it is nicely prepared 
and attractively served. Remember 
that children are great little imitators, 
so don’t talk about your dislikes before 
her; many a child “just hates” milk or 
carrots or some other good food because 
she’s seen Daddy turn up his nose. 
You can teach good table manners too 
by your example. 


Skimmed Milk 

“Has skimmed milk any food value?” 

Yes, indeed. It lacks the fat and the 
fat soluble Vitamin A, but it contains 
the precious calcium which helps to 
build good hard teeth, the protein which 
is the building food and some other 
important vitamins. 


Citrus Fruits 

“IT want to be patriotic and ‘Buy 
Canadian’ as much as possible. But can I 
get along without imported citrus fruits?” 

The Canadian Medical Association, in 
“Food and Health,” says, “Canadian- 
grown vegetables such as tomatoes, 
turnips, cabbage, and fruit in season 
(apples, berries, 
peaches, pears) can replace the more 
expensive imported fruit.” 


Wheat Germ 

“What is the special value of wheat 
germ?” 

The Vitamin B complex consists of 
eight or more members and these are 
all present in wheat germ. As all of them 
have a special job to do in nutrition, and 
as the B group of vitamins is apt to be 
rather neglected in many Canadian 
diets wheat germ is a valuable safeguard.

Pich Your Pichles 


By EDITH S. COOMBS 


“SOMETHING SMELLING awfully 
good around here—whatever is it?” 
Um-um-um, it’s that tantalizing aroma 
of bubbling vinegar and spice which, 
mixed with good Canadian fruits and 
vegetables, makes pickles. 

Pickles, the palate teasers, give that 
extra bit of oomph which makes a meal 
a real success. Without these little 


accessories many dinners lose that 
certain something; they’re all right 


perhaps, but have no zip, no zest, just 
blah! And that would never do! 
Our home-grown fruits, vegetables 


and even nuts give us all sorts of 


variety for the relish shelf. Three 
seasons of the year, gardens and woods 
make their contributions, so from early 
cherries and butternuts until the autumn 
harvest of corn and green tomatoes, 
pickling foods appear on every market. 
And this year when we are all saving 
particular foods for Britain, pickles are 
more than ever important for menu 
variety. 

So here’s to peppy meals—and here’s 
the pick of Peter Piper’s peck of pickles. 


Mustard Beans 
(A Chatelaine Institute approved recipe) 


4 Quarts of butter or green 
beans 
11% Pints of cider vinegar 
114 Pounds of brown sugar 
14 Cupful of mustard 
1g Cupful of flour 
1 Tablespoonful of turmeric 
1 Tablespoonful of celery seed 
14 Teaspoonful of salt 


Wash and string the beans and cut 
Cook in boiling 
salted water for fifteen minutes. Cook 
the other ingredients in the top of a 
double boiler until thickened. Drain 
and rinse the beans, then add the sauce 
and bring the mixture to a boil. Cook 
about five minutes.

SOLID 
FOODS 


and Your Baby 





By ELIZABETH CHANT ROBERTSON, M.D. 


THE DIET that your baby eats should 
be prescribed by your physician, because 
each infant needs individual attention. 
When he tells you what your baby is to 
have, it is up to you to teach your 
youngster to eat it. Some babies eagerly 
eat anything that you put in their 
mouths. Others object to any new taste. 
If you are systematic and patient, you 
can train even the most stubborn to 
eat everything, and thus start him ona 
habit which will stand him in good 
stead all through his life. 
Two Main Rules 

The two main rules to remember are, 
first, give only a small amount of each 
new food at first, and second, introduce 


a

only one new food at a time. The first 
two that you can try your hand on are 
orange juice and fish liver oil. They are 
given very early in life, but if you 
remember to start them off gradually, 
you rarely have trouble. Usually the 
first solid foods that babies are given 
are the cereals. Most physicians wait 
until baby is between three and five 
months old before giving these. 

One point to remember when deciding 
which cereal to give is that the so-called 
white cereals, such as farina, are less 
laxative than the whole-grain brown 
ones. Cereals which have had substance 
rich in vitamins and minerals added to 
them are particularly valuable. If the 
cereal that you are using needs cooking, 
you should boil it in a double boiler for 
from one to four hours. The cereal, 
which is thinned with a little of the 
baby’s milk mixture or water, should 
be porridge-like in consistency—not thin 
like gruel. 

Porridge is an entirely new experience 
for a baby. It tastes and feels different, 


| and he has to learn a new mouth action 


in order to swallow it. It is not surpris- 
ing that he is a little disconcerted. But 
if you introduce this food when your 
doctor advises it, and if you start off 
with about one teaspoonful once a day, 
at first, you will not likely have much 
trouble. 

It should first be given at the begin- 
ning of the ten a.m. feeding; later on 
just before both the ten a.m. and six 
p.m. feedings. The amount is gradually 
increased until he gets from two to four 
tablespoonfuls of the porridge mixture. 
If you stop giving him the food after a 
few half-hearted tries, just because he 
objects to it, and let him carry on with 
his milk mixtur alone, you will have 
worse troubles later on. Babies who are 
fed milk mixtures, and milk for pro- 
longed periods, develop anaemia, which 
is a serious trouble. In addition, it is 
extremely hard to train these older 
babies to eat the solid foods they need. 

If you run up against any real resist- 
ance (a little spitting out at first doesn’t 
count), be sure to keep your temper and 
don’t, even though tempted, shout at 
Even at the age of a few 
months, infants enjoy causing a commo-
